DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
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Ono  major  soworage  s chomo  was  commenced  during  the  yoar, 
vizi  the  New  Cheltenham  duplicate  sower  designed  to  roliovo 
pressure  on  the  existing  main  outfall  sewer  from  the  Northern 
Drainage  Area.  For  years  this  sewer  has  surcharged  in  time  of 
heavy  rain.  Construction  started  in  August  1952  and  was  still 
in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  When  completed  1947  yards 
of  12  /15!f  concrete  sewer  will  bo  laid  from  the  lower  end  of 
Now  Cheltenham  Road  and  along  Tennis  court  Road  joining  the 
trunk  sower  at  Warmlcy  Tower.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £7,500. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

No  major  extensions  of  water  mains  were  plannod  during 
the  year  other  than  thoso  which  arisod  from  the  construction 
of  new  housing  estates.  Most  of  the  houses  in  the  district 
are  on  the  mains. 


HOUSING 

Notwithstanding  tho  progress  made  in  the  construction  of 
now  housos  tho  waiting  list  of  applicants  continues  to  grow, 
tho  total  numbor  at  the  end  of  1952  being  686,  compared  with 
618  for  1951.  It  should  be  stated  that  the  increase  was  mainly 
duo  to  a revised  lettings  policy  whoroby  tho  basis  of 
qualification  for  admission  to  the  list  was  broadened  considerably. 
During  tho  yoar  100  new  housos  wore  completed  and  occupiod  - 
88  Council  housos  and  12  by  private  enterprise  under  lienee.  It  is 
intorosting  to  record  that  in  March  tho  Council  lot  the  1,000th 
house  since  building  first  commenced  in  1924,

Byolaws  rolating  to  tho  clean  handling,  wrapping  and  dolivery 
of  food  mado  by  tho  Council  in  1950  aro  in  operation  in  tho  aroa 
and  thoir  import  has  publicly  boon  notified  through  tho  press  and 
by  visits  to  food  promises.  In  cases  whoro  tho  byolaws  wore  not 
obsorvod  attontion  was  drawn  to  tho  matter,  but  it  was  not 
necossary  to  institute  proceedings  during  tho  year.
